Your ‘Wild Rights’ vs. Govt. 


That each community should 
have a public battleground where 
people who. don’t do. things as 
others do can settle their differ- 
ences was the oddest statement 
which Mr. Lou Harrison made 
on Monday. 

The artist-in-residence was 
speaking to Dr. Braverman’s po- 
litical science class on “A Theory 
of Government.” 

“I have no objections to people 
killing others as long as I am not 
involved,” commented Harrison. 
“As long as no demand is made of 
me to participate in the action, I 
think this action is acceptable.” 

Most of the remarks from this 
pacifist came from the “Lou Har- 
rison Political Primer’ which has 
been acclaimed by news analyist 
Walter Lippman as an honor to 
its author. 

Harrison doesn’t think that 
everyone should become a_paci- 
fist: the zest should not be taken 
from those people who like to 
kill, but they should be restricted 
to an area in which they cannot 


hurt anyone else. 
‘.+ . - A-Bomb | 
Written in 1958 when .there! 


was no A-bomb treaty, the text 
from. which Harrison presented 
his stirring remarks discussed the 
three types of government and 
how the offices in these, govern- 
ments are filled. The text is 
from an oratorio he composed 
for chorus and orchestra. 

“There is no such thing as gov- 
ernment having rights over hu- 
manity,” stressed the author. 
“When one person does as he 
pleases and makes others to pay, 
this endangers everyone.” 

Discussing three types of gov- 
ernment — republic, democracy, 
monarchy—led Harrison to point 
out the advantages and disad- 
vantages in each system. Also, 
he told of the three ways to fill 
the offices—birth, election, lot- 
tery—and gave examples of each. 

“All three types could live at 
once,” proposed the artist. “A 
person could subscribe to the type 
of government which he likes 
best.” 

The old theory that the world 
should be ruled by the old is not 
good at all, because wisdom 


}doesn’t help. The old would like 


to’ take everything with them. 


Dictators 

“All government is gotten -by 
force,” said Harrison. “A dictator 
is a bachelor emporer, a monarch 
who hasn’t assumed his responsi- 
bility.” 

That we have “wold rights” 
whes born and that we “have the 
right to unpoisoned air” are some 
of the other ideas of the author. 

The artist-in-residence is op- 
posed to the concept that “na- 
tionhood is superior to humanity” 
and that there is no such thing 
as a world state, only a world of 
agreements. Even the United Na- 
lions contains no planetary gov- 
ernment, but is only a set of 
gentlemen's agreements. 

Furthering his point, Harrison 
quoted from H. G. Wells that 
“Civilization is only a race be- 
tween education and catastrophe.”

Five Hours Boiled to Two 


TRIO STARS WITH INVOLVED FEMALES 


Richard III as presented by the 
Hartnell Playhouse last week 
owes its success to essentially 
three men: Mike Buntin, James 
Barrick, and director Hal Ulrici. 
Each fulfilled their duties to the 
utmost. 

In the depiction of Richard 
ruthlessly trying for the throne, 
each scene held proper acting, 
mood, and overall direction. 

Mike Buntin as Richard su- 
perbly started the drama with his 
soliloquy giving the antecedent 
action and some future plans. 
His voice inflection and stage 
movement combined nicely to 
create an air of pity along with 
hate for the villain. Despite the 
distracting use of his lame arm, 
he acted enough to give proper 
mood to his every scene. 

Buntin’s co-star James Barrick 
as Duke of Buckingham again de- 
livered a wonderful performance. 


Maintaining his reputation as an| portraying. 


actor, Barrick procreated the 
character of the Duke with mar- 
velous interpretation. As a mild 
cynic and conspirator with Rich- 
ard, he developed the part to the 
apex, and met his fate admirably. 
Reducing the five-hour produc- 
tion to a two-hour showing was 
only one of the miracles director 
Hal Ulrici performed. Mixing 
his group of experienced actors 
with those not so experienced, 
overcoming a last minute drop- 
out, ‘and polishing the Shakes- 
pearean style of acting were a 
few other miraculous events. 
Equally admirable was his light- 
ing and total conception of stage 
position for his production. One 
point of slight distraction was 
the lack of appropriate — back- 
ground music. At one particular 
time the music was slightly fast 
for the mood the actors were 


Robert Grossman, stepping in 
on one week’s notice, did an ad- 
mirable job. despite his use of 
notes. Portraying.three parts, he 
did each with amazing under- 
standing for not being completely 
familiar with them. 

The women in the play were 
pushed a little in the background 
throughout most of the play but 
still did well. Bettina Hainds as 
Margaret, Jane Magno as Eliza- 
beth, and Diane Baty as. Lady 
Anne all showed wonderful in- 
volvement in their parts. Knowl- 
edge of their lines, and under- 
standing the proper moods were 
their most evident achievements. 

Bob Clark as Sir James Tyrrel 
gave the most impressive minor 
part of the play. Taking the lim- 
ited amount of lines he had, he 
commanded attention and simply

Deck Grads With

The baby boom that occurred 
after. World War II has affected 
Hartnell again. 


In order to meet the increasing 
number of graduates, seventy-five 
new caps and gowns will be pur- 
chased for a price near $1000. 

The ‘college administrators ex- 
pect an increase on the 163 grad- 
uates of last year. 


Instead of selling the caps and 
gowns owned by the Book Store 
and receiving about $350, the 
ASB Commission decided unani- 
mously to buy the 75 extra caps . 
and gowns, each costing $13.50, to 
meet the graduate increase. 


The money needed for the pur- 
chase will come from the Book 
Store. 


The purchase was approved to 
avoid students’ having to rent 
caps and gowns on their own. 
Students now pay a fee of $2.50 
to rent the graduation attire from 
the Book Store. 


The new caps and gowns will 
be almost identical to the old 
ones. Within five years the Book 
Store will realize a profit from 
the purchase. 


The caps and gowns which the 
Book Store has owned for about 
15 years are cleaned every three 
years.
